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The Tussian military airport of Gyulavari is situated gast-northcast of 
Gyula (R16/P01) (Province of Bekes near the Rumanian frontier) along the 
yula nurrow-pauge railway lino, and directly north of the town of Gyulavari. 


The landing field is 300 by 800 neters, has a 40 en. concrete raving, and 
was constructed by Gyulavari worlmen under expert technical direction. 


The terrain is arable land and meadow, hiphly absorbent, suitable for all- 
woather use. 


The airport is serviced by Gyula station of the Gyula line vhich handles 
airport traffic exclusively as far as Solynosy-Tanya. Freisht is handled 
by a 50 meter loading platforn at Gyula » and by a sinilar platform at 
oolymosy~Tanya . 


The airport is joined to Gyula by the old state highway which was surfaced 
in conerets in 1947-1948. 


The airport is serviced by a mneteorolorical and "1/7 receiving=transnitting 
station and has equirnent pormittine nivzht Jandinvs and takeoffs, 


The use of the buildinrs in the vooda is not known. 
& great quantity of fuel is stored in drums at Solymose-Tanya whose civilian 


population has been evacuated. It is believed that there are also underground 
fuel dumps whose location is uninow,

Ammunition durins undoubtedly exist in the woods, in farmhouses, and underground. 


Local inhabitants report having observed the unloading of bombs and amntion 
at the airrort. , 


Supply dumns are presumed to be located in the building whose use has not 
been ascertained. 


The airport can handle two to three fighter groups, and a relatively smaller 
muimber of milti-onpine aircraft. 
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“en four-eneine aircraft and three firhter planes are saneraliy to 


be obsevred at the airport. A part of the tround personnel has been assigned 
there “rom previlous service at the Papa airport. 
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
